demonstrated that thinning is much J 
more easily done with an instrument 
than by hand. 
In summarizing the work ihat has 
been done at the various state experi­ 
ment stations, C. C. Vincent, associ­ 
ate professor of horticulture at the 
Idaho 
station, draws 
thee© conclu­ 
sions: 
That thinning pays in money returns 
the first year. 
The earlier the thinning can be done 
the better will be the returns. 
The. best results are obtained 
by 
leaving the apples from nine to ten 
inches apart. 
The systematic and annual uniform 
thinning docs much toward securing 
an annual crop.
